The  laboratory  of  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  County  cf 
Carmarthen  was  available  for  water  samples  whilst  any  investigation 
required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  wad  performed  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen, but  samples  must  now  be  convey, 
by  car  owing  to  discontinuance  of  rail  service. 

Nursing  Facilities  etc.  The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  ambulance  facilities, home  nursiry. 
maternity  and  child  welfare, immunisation, and  the  tre?±  ment  of  minor 
ailment s, dent al, eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. 

Hosp  itals.The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district, for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Local  Hospital  at  Builth  Wells. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease 
remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years .Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat  thn 
patients  from  the  district  siffering  from  infectious  disease  and 
these  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr. 

These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  smallpox  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys  Hospital 
Rhondda •

The  district  experienced  a severe  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  year 
with  a total  of  66  cases  not if led .Most  of  these  cases  occurred  at  the 
end  of  the  year. All  were  treated  at  home  and  no  death  resulted. 

Venereal  Disease. The  County  Council  has  an  agreement  with  the  General 

and  Eye  Hospital, Swansea, for  the  treatment  of  these 
cases.
